AMTLTON.  Ont..  June  3.  — 
Brigadler-Oeneral  Sir  John 
Morrtfion  Gibson.  distinguished  Mi- 
dler, former  Lieutenant -Governor  of 
Ontario  and  a  prominent  man  in  the 
financial  world,  died  at  hi*  home 
thU  evening  at  the  age  of  elghty- 
neven  yeara. 

A  native  of  Ontario,  a  scholar, 
lawyer  OHM*  rtfle  shot,  militia  ex- 
pert, statesman,  financier  and 
prominent  Mason.  Sir  John  was  well 
known  throughout  the  Dominion. 
An  ardent  patriot  from  his  boyhood.  I 
he  served  with  the  13th  Regiment  | 
of  Hamilton  at  the  Battle  of  Ridge- 
way  In  1866.  when  he  was  twenty  - 
four  year*  of  age.  and  he  continued 
through  all  rank*  in  the  13th  Regi- 
ment from  private  to  lieutenant- 
colonel  in  command,  covering  the 
year*  from  1863  to  1895.  For  his 
services  at  Ridge  way  he  wan  given 
a  general  service  medal,  with  clasp. 

8ir  John's  Interest  In  military 
matters  did  not.  cease  with  his  re- 
tirement as  commander  of  the  13th 
Regiment,  of  which  he  was  made 
honorury  colonel.  He  commanded 
the  ISth  infantry  Brigade  from  190ft 
to  1909  He  was  actively  interested 
in  the  militia  of  Canada  right  up 
to  the  end  of  his  long  and  useful 
career  In  hi*  latter  years  he  was 
the  oldest  member  to  the  Canadian 
Active  Militia. 

A  FINE  SHOT 

Probably  8lr  John  was  prouder  of 
hi*  fine  record  as  a  rule  shot  than 
of  any  of  the  numerous  honors 
which  came  to  him  latter  in  life.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Canadian 
Wimbledon  team*  to  1874,  1875  and 
1879.  In  1879  he  won  the  Prince  of 
Wales  Prize  <a  badge  and  8500  >.  the 
highest  obtainable  at  the  Wimble- 
don meet.  He  commanded  the  Ca- 
nadian Wimbledon  team  in 
and  the  Canadian  Bi&iey  team  in 
1907 

Sir  John  was  first  elected  to  the 
Ontario  Legislature  as  Liberal  rep- 
resentative of  Hamilton  in  1870  He 
continued  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Legislature  until  169A.  his  constitu- 
ency being  In  West  Hamilton  to  the 
latter  years.  Meeting  defeat  to  the

They  were 
forced  down  from  4.000  feet  to  with- 
in fifteen  reet  of  the  ground.  "It 
was  the  worst  storm  I  have  ever 
flwon  in.  and  we  certainly  were 
glad  to  get  to  Alicante  and  safety  " 
On  the  way  from  Pen,  Morocco,  to 
Oran,  the  couple  ran  into  another 
storm  The  gale  reached  a  velocity 
of  seventy-five  miles  an  hour.  On 
their  way  from  Algiers  to  Setif,  a 
Utile  desert  town,  the  adventurous 
couple  had  to  cross  two  ranges  of 
mountains  While  crossing  them 
the  engine  stopped.  Banking  and 
manoeuvring  as  much  as  possible  to 
mjstain  themselves  In  the  air.  Vis- 
count Sibour  eventually  sighted  a 
gorge;  steering  a  course  for  It  he 
saw  what  looked  like  a  small  field. 
He  landed  on  the  only  field,  he 
found  out  after,  in  the  gorge.  "It 
was  the  smallest  landing  stage  I 
ever  used  and  ever  hope  to  use 
again."  he  said. 

They  stopped  overnight  In  the 
gorge  and  took  off  next  morning, 
after  repairing  the  engine.  They 
were  forced  down  in  the  Gorge  of 
Palestro,  they  learned  on  their  ar- 
rival at  Beth'. 

OPERATED  ON 

Prom  Tunis  they  flew  to  Bagdad, 
across  the  desert  and  thence  to  Te- 
ll earn,  the  temple  city,  where  Vis- 
count Sibour  underwent  an  opera-  j 
tlon  for  appendicitis,  which  delayed 
the  tour  for  some  weeks. 

On  their  flight  frm  Bengasi  to 
Tobroock  their  plane  passed  over , 
some  warring  rebels,  who  fired  at 
them.  When  they  got  to  Tobroock 
they  found  that  a  bullet  had  scraped 
one  of  the  propeller  blades.  "They 
hold  life  very  cheaply  among  those 
rebel  bands. '  the  Viscount  said,  as 
he  related  their  escape.  On  arrival 
at  Tobroock  It  was  learned  thst  the 
Oovemment  forces  were  conducting 
warfare  against  the  Senusxi  rebels, 
six  planes  had  been  brought  down 
in  forty -eight  hours. 

Viscount  Sibour  and  his  wife  did 
a  little  hunting  from  the  plane  on 
the  trip  from  Bagdad  to  Basra- 
Plying  fifteen  feet  from  the  ground, 
they  chased  the  fleet-footed  gaselle 
and  managed  to  shoot  two,  which 
they  took  with  them. 

Just  before  rear  lung  Basra,  the 
engine  gave  trouble,  but  they  man- 
aged to  get  to  their  destination, 
where  repairs  were  made.  On  their 
arrival  there  they  learned  that 
Charles  Crane,  of  New  York,  who 
was  touring  that  territory  with  his 
wms,  had  been  shot  at  while  driving. 
His  secretary  had  been  killed 

The  squadron  stationed  there  was 
going  out  to  capture  the  rebels  who 
had  attacked  Mr.  Crane  when 
journeying  to  Kowelt.  a  Sultan 
province,  in  his  car.  Viscount  Si- 
bour volunteered  the  use  of  his 
plane  Taking  an  officer,  rifles  end 
bombs  with  him.  he  set  out  for 
Kowelt.  but  when  over  the  rebels' 
territory  was  again  forced  down. 
The  engine  was  going,  but  not  suf- 
j  ficient  to  fly  the  plane.  They  taxied 
t  for  thirty-five  miles  along  the 
ground  In  an  attempt  to  get  out  of 
the  rebels'  country.  They  were  dis- 
covered by  a  detachment  of  cavalry, 
who  fetched  armored  cars  and  took 
Sibour  and  the  military  officer  to 
safely  and  towed  the  plane  back  to 
Basra 

"I  got  a  lot  of  fun  out  of  that 
trip,  t  enjoyed  It,"  the  Viscount 
said  nonchalantly  as  he  related  this 
incident. 

"We  struck  another  big  storm  on 
the  way  to  Karachi  to  Delhi,  over 
the  Scinde  Desert  It  was  so  bois- 
terous It  nearly  threw  my  wife  out 
of  her  seat  It  was  the  first  time  she 
was  sick  on  the  trip."  he  said

The  New  York  stock  market.  In  which  so 
many  people  on  this  continent  Invest  and  gam- 
ble, has  been  under  steady  pressure  for  some 
Weeks  past  and  prices  have  taken  a  very  consid- 
erable tumble  In  many  directions  The  shrinkage 
In  money  values  of  the  stocks  does  not  mean  any 
contraction  of  output  In  the  Industries  of  which 
they  are  supposed  to  be  the  barometer.  There  has 
been  no  undue  accumulation  of  unsold  stocks. 
The  downward  pressure  has  been  brought  about 
by  the  simple  expedient  of  the  banks  making  It 
harder  to  get  credit.  In  other  words,  there  Is  a 
withdrawal  of  financial  support  for  gambling 
and  Investing  on  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange 

The  reason  for  the  action  of  the  banks  Is 
easy  of  explanation.  The  question  that  arose 
was  as  to  whether  there  should  be  a  check 
activities  of  either  the  stock  market  or  of  pro- 
ductive business.  The  Dally  Mail  and  Empire,  of 
Toronto,  says  that  "If  money  had  continued  to 
be  poured  Into  the  stock  market  as  It  had  been 
up  to  Midwinter,  production  would  have  had  to 
fall  off  because  of  financial  starvation."  The 
Federal  Reserve  Board  of  the  United  States  has, 
tn  other  words,  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there 
Is  not  enough  money  to  keep  a  stock  boom  and 
great  Industrial  expansion  going  at  one  and  the 
tame  time.  As  a  consequence  rediscount  rates 
have  been  raised  and  the  corollary  has  been  a 
downward  pressure  in  stock  prices. 

What  is  happening  in  the  United  States  has 
had  a  reflex  action  on  the  stock  markets  of  this 
country.  The  stock  exchanges  here  have  become 
centres  of  buying  and  selling  on  a  large  scale. 
There  has  been  a  remarkable  development  hi 
this  direction,  with  a  continually  growing  list  of 
Industrial  securities  now  quoted  on  the  exchanges 
of  the  country,  whereas  in  the  past  speculators 
and  Investors  had  to  look  to  New  York.  In  fact 
there  exists  In  this  country  sufficient  ventures 
listed  on  our  own  stock  exchanges  to  satisfy  all 
our  people  who  desire  to  gamble  or  invest.  So 
long,  however,  as  so  many  in  the  country  specu- 
late on  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  It  may  be 
assumed  that  the  exchanges  in  Canada  will  con- 
tinue to  be  caught  in  reactions  such  as  that  now 
taking  place  in  the  United  States.  There  have 
been  countless  instances  of  investors  selling  out 
of  Canadian  securities  to  speculate  in  American 
industrial  ventures  because  the  belief  has  existed 
that  profits  are  speedier  and  larger.  This 
practice,  when  a  slump  comes  on  the  American 
side,  means  a  somewhat  similar  slump  on  the  Ca- 
nadian stock  markets.  Under  another  dispensa- 
tion the  Canadian  exchanges  could  be  kept  im- 
mune from  influences  on  the  American  side.  The 
present  downward  pressure  In  New  York  should 
arford  a  lesson  to  the  people  of  this  country  that 
Investment  at  home  would  be  an  excellent  prac- 
tice to  follow.  As  It  Is  many  millions  of  Canadian 
money  have  been  lost  to  the  people  of  this  coun- 
try during  the  last  few  weeks  due  to  the  fact  that 
investment  and  speculation  was  so  much  centred 
on  the  American  side.

In  the  late  British  election  campaign  a 
sound  and  sensible  agreement  was  reached 
by  all  three  parties  to  the  effect  that  their  candi- 
dates would  not  answer  questionnaires  or  receive 
deputations  from  outside  their  constituencies*  In 
these  days  of  the  multiplication  of  organizations 
for  the  encouragement  or  prevention  of  certain 
practices  their  operations  are  becoming  a  nuis- 
ance, especially  to  politicians.  They  have  the 
habit  of  submitting  questionnaires  with  the  hint 
Implied  that  unfavorable  answers  will  lead  to 
active  opposition  to  some  candidate  or  party  It 
is  an  unwholesome  habit  which  should  be  dis- 
couraged everywhere  It  is  an  attempt  to  make 
a  candidate  associate  himself  or  herself  with 
some  special  interest.  Irrespective  altogether  of 
his  or  her  fitness  for  parliamentary  duties.  Dem- 
ocratic government,  goodness  knows,  is  compli- 
cated enough  without  tolerating  pressure  from 
every  clique  or  organization  In  the  vast  majority 
of  cases  It  Is  only  busy  bodies,  who  have  an  ex- 
aggerated sense  of  their  importance,  who  circu- 
late questionnaires  to  political  candidates.

There  Is  melancholy  news  from  the  libraries 
and  art  galleries.  Pictures  are  cracking  and  fad- 
ing; the  paper  of  Journalism  and  literature  is 
crumbling  Into  decay.  A  student  of  the  subject, 
after  much  Investigation,  sadly  asks  what  pos- 
terity will  know  of  the  twentieth  century.  The 
old  masters  of  art  had  secrets  which  apparently 
we  have  not  yet  discovered  Their  pictures,  paint- 
ed centuries  ago.  are  fresh  and  lovely  as  ever  The 
works  of  Reynolds,  'not  half  the  age  of  some  In 
which  we  rejoice."  are  wrecks  ,  Tracked  In  a 
thousand  directions,  the  colors,  faded 
fogged  and  ribbed.  Whisker's  works,  still  young, 
are  yielding  with  sad  rapidity  to  the  hand  of 
Time,  many  of  those  by  Sargent  are  grievously 
damaged.  There  are  other  masters  who  tolled, 
either  without  discretion  or  In  too  great  haste. 
Like  Sargent,  they  applied  paint,  to  surfaces  not 
yet  dry;  like  Turner,  they  occasionally  used  In- 
ferior materials,  like  Reynolds,  they  used  pig- 
ments which  they  must  have  known  would,  while 
giving  brilliant  effects  for  the  time,  prove  natur- 
ally destructive  in  the  long  run.  'The  old  masters 
painted  for  as  much  of  eternity  as  brush  and 
brains  could  command,  with  colors  long  and 
closely  studied  and  applied  with  loving  care," 
says  a  writer  In  Art  Review 

As  to  our  papers  and  Journals,  says  the  same 
authority,  "the  cheaper  sorts  are  doomed  within 
the  days  of  the  present  generation ."  Much  of  It. 
of  course,  is  deservedly  doomed;  It  can  well  be 
spared,  Its  room  better  filled.  The  case,  however,

Our  in- 
struction tn  music  was  but  rudimen- 
tary, but  Its  course  probably  was 
completed  long  before  the  oldest 
practitioner  In  Victoria  entered  upon 
her  professional  career,  possibly  be- 
fore her  musical  talents  first  began 
to  be  manifest.  Now  all  that  re- 
mains of  the  technical  part  of  our 
musical  acquirements  la  a  dim  recol- 
lection of  the  fact  that  in  the  staff 
notation  there  are  lines  and  spaces 
and  that  the  notes  upon  the  lines 
are  e,  g.  b.  d  and  f.  and  the  notes 
upon  the  spaces  are  f.  a.  c  and  e. 


In  fact,  truth  compels  the  admis- 
sion that  we  did  not  appreciate  the 
advantages  of  a  musical  education 
at  the  time  when  the  acquirement 
of  a  musical  education  was  possible 
At  that  time  we  were  so  silly  as  to 
believe  that  the  study  of  music  was 
something  quite  fit  for  girls,  but  ut- 
terly beneath  the  dignity  of  boys 
who  looked  forward  to  becoming 
men  So  we  neglected  our  oppor- 
tunities, and  would  not  practice  We 
squandered  precious  time  upon  the 
playgrounds  and  in  reading  books 
of  all  kinds,  most  of  them  fortunate- 
ly good,  but  many  or  them  either 
not  so  good  or  very  bad.

We  make  these  confessions,  not 
because  they  are  or  any  particular 
interest  to  anybody,  but  in  the  hope 
that  they  may  be  of  benefit  to  the 
pupils  who  have  paid  us  the  com- 
pliment of  thinking  "we  must  be 
nice,"  and  that  by  being  diligent  in 
their  suidies  the  pupils  may  be  a 
credit  to  their  splendid  teacher.  We 
therefore  admonish  our  young 
friends  not  to  neglect  their  present 
opportunities,  for  if  they  do  they 
may  be  oppressed  with  unavail- 
ing regrets  In  the  future.  At  the 
same  time,  there  Is  something  left 
to  be  thankful  for;  our  devotion  to 
literature  has  not  destroyed  our  love 
ror  music 'or  all  kinds  except  the 
stuff  called  Jon;  and  there  are  more 
opportunities  to  enjoy  good  music 
today  than  there  were  In  the  days 
when  we  were  so  foolish  as  to  be- 
lieve that  musical  accomplishments 
were  evidences  of  effeminacy.

It  is  possible  thot  the  fruit  growers 
of  the  province  wUl  this  year  take 
occasion  to  test  out  the  process 
which  has  been  found  successful  in 
Europe  in  connection  with  the  ship- 
ping of  strawberries  so  that  they 
may  be  carried  in  storage  without 
Injury  for  a  considerable  time  until 
needed  for  converting  into  jam. 

This  process  is  carried  out  by  the 
use  of  sulphur  dioxide,  snd  samples 
have  been  received  showing  the 
berries  so  treated,  and  trie  same 
after  they  have  been  converted  ink. 
Jam. 

The  effect  of  the  sulphur  dioxide 
is  to  harden  the  fruit,  and  preserve 
It  without  the  addition  of  sugar. 
The  berries  lose  their  color  In  the 
operation,  but  Immediately  upon 
being  treated  In  the  jam  factory  the 
color  returns  with  the  addition  of 
the  sugar  which  is  used  in  the  jam- 
ming of  them. 

Use  is  made  of  this  process,  which 
does  not  injure  the  fruit  nor  does  it 
have  any  Injurious  effects,  by  the 
Danish  shippers  to  Oreat  Britain 
The  system  has  been  followed  with 
excellent  results,  it  Is  stated.  The 
growers  in  British  Columbia  may 
moke  a  trial  of  the  process  this  sea- 
son if  necessary.

"Cities  are  like  individuals."  said 
Mr.  R.  W.  May  hew.  while  address- 
ing a  masting  ol  the  Saanirh  Board 
of  Trade  last  night,  "and  It  is  ab- 
surd to  expect  Victoria  to  develop 
along  the  same  lines  as  Vancouver 
or  Seattle.  She 'has  not  the  same 
personality,  but  this  is  no  reason 
why  she  should  not  be  developed  as 
an  ethical  part  or  the  British  Em- 
pire with  an  individuality  of  her 
(ran " 

Mr.  May  hew.  who  is  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Victoria  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  regretted  the  fact  that 
Uie  southern  end  of  Vancouver 
Island  had  not  yet  registered  as  a 
market  of  the  world  as  regarded 
transportation  and  labor  requlre- 
menta.  The  tax  question,  he  said, 
should  be  a  minor  consideration  in 
the  development  of  industries, 
which  should.  In  their  turn,  depend 
upon  the  distribuuon  of  Uie  goods 
of  the  province. 

Mr  John  Hutchison  spoke  of  Uie 
ornamental  side  of  horticulture  in 
Saanich.  urging  the  necessity  for 
concentrating  upon  those  things 
which  could  be  grown  intensively. 
Quality  and  not  quantity,  he  said, 
was  what  was  needed;  and  he  drew 
the  attention  of  his  hearers  to  Uie 
fact  that  over  one  million  roses  had 
been  distributed  throughout  Canada 
during  the  past  year,  at  a  cost  of 
fifteen  cents  a  plant. 

Mr  Lionel  Taylor  also  addressed 
the  meeting.  The  Provincial  Mu- 
seum, he  said,  had  the  finest  exhi- 
bition of  Indian  curios  In  Uie 
world,  and  yet  Insufficient  space  had 
been  allotted  to  the  various  exhibits 
The  staff,  moreover,  were  badly 
handicapped  as  regarded  the  ordi- 
nary facilities,  and  it  was  quite  time 
that  something  should  bo  done  to 
provide  adequate  quarters  for  the 
exhibit*. 

Mr  E.  Rochon  also  spoke  to  the 
meeting  In  those  things  which 
were  put.  upon  the  market,  he  said, 
it  was  quality,  appearance  and  price 
which  counted.  Relations  between 
Uie  consumer,  manufacturer  and 
retailer  were  made  very  much 
easier,  in  his  opinion.  If  Uie  con- 
sumer demanded  "home  products" 
In  Ihf  first  place  In  connection 
with  Uits  idea.  Uie  speaker  empha- 
sized the  fact  that  both  'he  Hud- 
son's Bay  Company  and  David 
Spenc/r.  Ltd..  had  been  consistent 
in  their  policy  of  fostering  home 
products.

Dr.  8ven 
Anders  Hedui.  noted  explorer,  ar- 
rived herr  yesterday  morning  aboard 
Ss.  President  Taf'~ 

Dr.  Hndin  was  accompanied  by 
the  expedition's  physician.  Dr.  D 
Hummel,  and  was  en  route  to  Bos- 
ton when  lie  will  undergo  an  opera- 
tion. He  was  met  here  by  Mr  Erie 
Brattstrom,  Swedish  vice-consul  at 
Seattle. 

In  search  of  arc haeolog leal  speci- 
mens and  to  obtain  data  on 
meteorological  conditions  in  Thibet 
and  Turkestan.  Dr.  Hedln  left  Pekln 
in  May.  1927.  with  300  camels  carry- 
ing his  men  and  equipment.  He 
was  aided  by  Uie  Nanking  Govern- 
ment which  took  considerable  in- 
terest in  his  work.  Dr.  Brie  Norln. 
who  was  a  member  of  the  party,  Is 
Uie  discoverer  of  Uie  Permo-Oarbon 
Ioe  Age  of  the  Asian  Plateau. 
MONGOLS  ATTACK 

Through  Inner  Mongolia  Uie  ex- 
pedition was  divided  into  five 
columns,  all  leaders  being  armed. 
Without  warning,  hordes  of  Mon- 
gols swooped  down  upon  the  ex- 
piorerw,  mounted  upon  &hacK7 
steeds,  and  with  swords  and  guns 
held  in  menacing  attitudes. 

To  fight  would  have  been  useless 
for  the  raiders  outnumbered  Dr. 
Hedln's  parties  by  ten  to  one.  They 
made  it  understood  hi  picturesque 
but  direct  language  that  the  pres- 
ence of  the  white  men  was  not  d- 
sired  in  their  territory  and  they 
wished  Uiem  to  withdraw  Imme- 
diately. 

It  was  a  heartbreaking  moment 
for  Dr.  Hedln.  who  had  planned  Uie 
expedition  for  years.  After  much 
palavering  it  was  agreed  that  the 
white  men  could  go  on  if  they  sur- 
rendered all  arms  and  ammunition 
but  ton!  Uie  Chinese  must  turn 
back  to  their  own  country.  The 
diminished  party  forged  ahead  over 
the  burning  hot  sands,  undaunted 
in  .spirit  but  feeling  insecure  wlUi 
no  weapons. 

U  \  I  I  K  IS  LOW 

Water  rations  were  cut  to  a  mini- 
mum, for  water  holes  were  lew  and 
far  between  In  Uie  Isolated  terri- 
tory. Uie  seat  of  Uie  earliest 
civilization  One  by  one  the  camels 
died  as  the  men  pushed  on  with 
parched  throats  under  the  relent- 
less glare  of  Uie  sun.  Through  the 
Gobi  Desert,  made  famous  oy  Dr. 
Roy  Chapman  Andrews,  a  friend  of 
Dr.  Hedln.  there  were  but  141  of  the 
original  300  camels  left. 

After  several  months  of  hardship 
the  expedition  finally  reached  the 
village  of  Uruchi  where  headquar- 
ters for  explorations  were  estab- 
lished In  the  neighborhood  several 
dinosaur  skeletons  estimated  to  *>e 
90.000.000  years  old  were  unearthed 
in  a  perfect  state  of  preservation 
They  were  carefully  packed  for 
shipment  to  civilization  at  a  later 
date. 

A  total  of  353  pilot  balloons  filled 
with  hydrogen  were  sent  up  to 
heights  of  between  ten  and  twelve 
miles  to  ascertain  the  distribution 
of  air  on  Uie  western  Hemisphere 
In  the  midst  of  many  interesting 
discoveries  Dr.  Hedln  was  taken  Ul 
and  had  to  be  taken  back  over  the 
long  route  to  China.  Arriving  at 
the  coast,  he  decided  to  go  on  to 
Boston  for  an  operation  and  later 
proceed  lo  Sweden  When  he  has 
fully  regained  his  health  he  Is  to 
return  to  Uruchi  to  rejoin  jls  co- 
scientlsta  for  two  years'  more  work

June  2  -  Yesterday 
afternoon  witnessed  a  forward  stride 
In  accommodation  for  scientific  re- 
search students,  with  the  official 
opening  of  the  new  residence  build- 
ing in  connection  with  the  Pacific 
Biological  Section  of  the  Biological 
Board  of  Canada,  situated  at  De- 
parture Bay.  and  erected  by  the 
Dominion  Government  at  a  cost  of 
$25,000  Dr.  A  W  Omens  and 
Mrs  Omens  graciously  received 

The  event  was  not  thrown  open 
to  the  general  public  owing  to  the 
lack  of  space  the  local  Invitation 
list  being  confined  only  to  members 
of  the  staff  of  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment and  their  wives.  In  addi- 
tion, several  visitors  from  outside 
points  were  present  The  honor  of 
declaring  the  modem  quarters  open 
was  assigned  to  Mr  Dybhavon.  of 
Prince  Rupert,  member  of  the 
Biological  Board  of  Canada  and 
chairman  of  the  Pacific  committee 
of  the  board.  Mr  J  B  Baheock. 
assistant  of  the  committee  of  fish- 
eries, and  Mrs  Babcock.  and  Mr. 
Hugh,  resident  engineer  of  the 
fisheries  branch.  Victoria,  and  Mrs. 
Hugh,  were  present. 

The  new  structure  commands  a 
beautiful  view  of  Island  mountains. 
Oulf  of  Oeorgla.  Newcastle.  Jessie. 
Brandon  and  Gabnola  Islands,  and 
Departure  Bay. 

The  building  Is  of  two  stories,  the 
main  floor  confined  to  a  spacious 
living-room  and  dining-room  for  the 
use  of  families,  while  a  lower  dining- 
room  i.s  used  for  the  staff  and  a 
third  dining-room  meets  all  other 
requirements.  The  kitchen  and 
service  pantry  and  a  dumb  waiter 
are  on  the  mam  floor  Upstairs 
there  are  twenty  bedrooms  of  con- 
venient slxe,  and  bathrooms  on 
either  side  of  a  long  corridor  Hard- 
wood and  tiled  floors,  attractive  ap- 
pointments In  the  dining-rooms  and 
comfortable  furnishings  throughout 
provide  excellent,  quarters  for  the 
regular  staff  of  five,  and  for  the 
professors  and  students  from  far 
and  near  point*,  who  spend  the 
Summer  here  working  on  approved 
problems,  returning  to  the  faculty 
In  the  Pall  with  Increased  knowledge 
of  Pacific  animals,  plants  and 
problems. 

Since  1908.  when  the  biological 
station  was  first  opened,  transient 
investigators  had  to  sleep  in  tents 
The  recent  construction  will  do  away 
with  this  Inconvenience. 

Between  eighteen  and  twenty  visi- 
tors are  expected  during  the  Summer 
months.  Present  unproved  condi- 
tions will  not  only  bring  the  best 
professors  to  Nanaimo.  but  should 
greatly  facilitate  the  advancement 
of  this  important  branch  of  science. 
Dr.  Clemens  states.
